VISALIA - Delano’s farm 
labor strife has been surrounded 
by “myth and meddling” in 
which the truth has been 
“knocked around very badly.” 

That’s the view of Delano’s 
mayor, Cliff Loader, speaking to 
the Visalia Rotary club. 

Loader reiterated his 
contention that all the farm 
labor trouble in Delano has been 
stirred up by outsiders and not 
by the majority of residents of 
the community. 

“The image of Delano around 
the country,” he said, “is that 
the people here are on strike. 
The fact of the matter is that 
our grapes are getting picked, 
and they are being picked by the 
same people who have been 
picking them for the last five or 
six years.” 

He decried the ‘“‘experts” who 
came to Delano with minds 
already made up and refuse to 
listen to both sides in the labor 
dispute. 

“Emotions run very high,”

One-Year Extension Of Agriculture 
Act Called ‘Sensible Legislation” 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
(R.-18th Dist.) describes final 
passage of the one year 
extension of the Food and 
Agriculture Act of 1965 as 
“sensible legislation, that will 
allow a new administration to 
conduct a thorough review of 
our farm programs next year.” 

The ‘65 Act is the basic 
legislation authorizing the 
current cotton, wheat, wool, and 
feed grain programs. The 
extension that has now cleared 
both the House and Senate, will 
continue these programs to 
December 31, 1970. 

Mathias said, “Although I 
realize that this extension 
doesn’t answer all the problems 
of growers in the 18th district, it 
will give Congress and the new 
administration a year to develop 
needed amendments and 
modification. With this time we 
can shape better farm programs

The one year extension is 
exactly the same legislation 
reported out by the House 
Agriculture committee last May 
9: The floor amendment limiting 
support payments to $20,000 
per grower was deleted by the 


House-Senate conferees. The 
bill, in its final form, is a 
straight, one-year extension of 


the current programs. 

Although the “65 act would 
not have expired until the end of 
1969, Congress would have had 
to enact some additional_ 
legislation by the end of next 
summer to allow growers of 
crops such as winter wheat to 
plan their “69-70 crop. This 
would have precluded a full 
review of farm programs by the 
new Administration that will 
take office in January. 
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
